Within moments of the announcement, disasters of unpre- 
cedented ferocity began on each of the seven continents.

WASHINGTON — Opera- 
tives of tiie Cditral InteBi- 

gence Agency (CIA) had a 
part in the decision -making 
that led up to yesterday's 
announcement of the coming 
end of the world, sources 
within the U. S. Government 
have told United Press Inter- 
natkmal. 

The highly-placed infior- 
mant. who asked not to be 
identified, said that the CIA 
has a number of agents in 
Heaven who could have OMI- 
vinted God to call a halt to 
world civilization as of this 
coming Sunday. At least two 
of the agents, the sources 
dtsdoaed, are top advisors to 
God and steongly hacked 
Him in His earth-ending de- 
cision. 

"The Central Intelligence 
Agency has had absolutely 
nothing whatsoever to do 
with that decision. " CIA Dir- 
ector William Colby said. 
"These diarges stem from 
the anti-CIA hysteria that the 
press has created in the 
United States." 

Colby admitted that the 
CIA has, in the past, placed 
agents in Heaven but added 
that they were all recalled to 
earth two years ago. 

The deterioration status of 
pro-American nations a- 
round the world is believed to 
be behind the CIA's backing 
of the decisimi for Final 
Judgement. Western-orient- 
ed regimes in Portugal, Ar- 



gentina, Ptaama. 
Cambodia, Thailand aad 
South Vietnam are either 
tottering or have fallen to 
pro-Commanist forces in re- 
cent weeks. 

"The CIA has decided that 
if the governments of the 
world are not going to be 
pro- American, they're not 
going to be pro-anything, " 
yPl's source said. He quoted 
a top assistant to Director 
Colby as saying. "We're 
going to have to take our ball 
and go home, ' ' at a high-lev- 
el strategy meeting last 
month. 

The source alleged that the 
agents were able to infiltrate 
the Heavenly administration 
over a period of yean since 
first gaining admittance in 
the late 1950s. They were re- 
portedly killed posing as 
members of a cross-country 
bus tour which ended in tra- 
gedy when the bus was mys- 
teriously crushed by a train in 
rural Indiana in 1959. A 
nund>er of odd circumstan- 
ces, inchiding the driver's 
insistence that the bus strad- 
dled the track while he 
changed the vehicle's anti- 
freeze in the midst of a sum- 
mer hailstorm, triggered an 
investigation which soon

PALM SPRINGS. Calif. — 
P^ident Gerald Ford said 
yesterdii^y that the s^ecent an- 
nouncement <rf the coming 
Judgment would "in no way 
alter" his decision to run tot 
the Presidency in 1976. 

"I've said it before and I'll 
say it again — I will not run 
for President in 1976,*' Ford 
said, 'i mean. I wUI run for 
President in 1956." 

Ford said he didn't thuik 
the American public would 
blame him for the end of the 
world "because I really, 
honestly, and in all candor, 
had nothing to do with it. 

**My advisors assure me 
that this was none of my 
doing and I have no reason to 
doubt what thev tell me." 
Ford said. "I'm too busy 
running the country to know 
what's going on. so I have my 
advisors keep a close watch 
on these kinds of things. 
They know what they're 
talking aboitt." 



Ford said he thought he 
had a "slim to excellent" 
chance of returning to the 
White House despite the 
problems of inflation, reces- 
sion, unemployment, the 
worsening Mideast situation, 
his call for more military aid 
to Cambodia and South Viet- 
nam and his pardon of former 
President Nixon.. 

"None of these things is 
my fault eidier," Ford said. 
"1 don't recall having a thing 
to do with any of them." 

Ford said he was "not 
overly concerned" with the 
announcement from the sky 
that the w orld is coming to an 
end this Sunday. 

"I'm a naturally-born, 
died-in-the-wool conserva- 
tive." Ford said. "I think we 
may yet find out that this is 
some kind of practical joke, 
or a commercial advertising a 
new soap or maybe a meat 
substitute." 
Ford said that if it is the 



end of the world, he would 
"probably die or perhaps go 
skiing in Colorado. I haven't 
decided on that yet and pro- 
bably won't until I consult 
with my advisOTs. 

"I would certainly hope 
that it isn't the end of the 
world because I could see 
how that might interfere with 
a lot of things I want to do for 
America," Ford said. "Like 
being elected President on 
my own this time."

• A number of new ad- 
ministrative positions will be 
created to deal with the 
crisis. Among these are the 
offices of an Associative Vice 
president for Panic, a Provost 
for Finding People Some- 
thing to Eat, an Assistant 
Vice President for Cleaning 
Up Dead Bodies and a Vice 
Provost for Building Side- 
wafts Across Earthquake 
Crevices. 

• An immense concrete 
slab wiB be conttmcted on 
Landis Green to house a ban- 
ker for the President nad hn 
immediate family to occupy 
in an attempt to survive the 
final hour of civili2:ation . "I 
think it's educationally 
important for the next 
generation, whenever it may 
come along, to be able to see 
what the average 20th Cen- 
tury family looked like before 
the fall," Marshall said, 'i 
think anrley and I and the 
kids rqnesent tins typical 
&mi]y as wdl as anybody 
else." 

• Extremely strict segre- 



gatkn of the sexes and a re- 
vocation of all vIsitatioB pri- 
vileges for students living 
both on and off campus will 
be unplemented. ' 'There will 
be a tendency to throw 
morals out the window when 
they won't seem to matter 
anymore," Marshall said. 
"We can't allow a moral col- 
lapse to accompany a general 
one. I know students — 
they'll be breeding like 
rabbits in a slaughterfaoase if 
given half a diance." 

• In a broader effort to 
oontnrf fr^^rtsMd itBdei^, 
an Argentine social scientist 
by the name of Adolfo 
Hernandez will be appointed 
as Chief Student Affairs 
Officer. "Although Senor 
Hernandez is quite an elderly 
gentleman, I'm certain he 
will be able to lead students 
through these difficult 
days." Marshall said. He 
added that Hernandez gar- 
nered "considerable" ex- 
perience in the methods of 
crowd control during a 
much-publicized experiment 
in Central Europe "a few 
decades back and he assured 



me that there 
why sinflar methods should 
not work here," Marshall 
said. 

• To make sure that traffic 
jams will not hinder the 
emergency work of police, 
medical units and the fire de- 
partment, a new parking 
policy will be put into prac- 
tice. Under this policy, only 
those cars purchased at a cost 
of more than $5000 will be 
per mi tt ed to use university 
roadwi^ and pnkiBg lots. 



"We didn't want to taoon- 
veaieBoe any one a^meiit of 
the university oommunity so 
we're abandoning tlie *W'- 
*R' system in favor of the 
S5000 standard," MarshaU 
said. '*Now, at least some 
persons in every categmy 
will be allowed on campus."

For 
starvation at FSU is no longer a laughing matter. 

As the end of the world is beginning in many locations 
i throughout the wcnrld, our supply of foodstufEs has become 
severaly disrupted.

Since Jan. 6. there has been in excess of $600 in forgeries, 
to Bobeit Khnmel, dhiector of recreation and 



nsuie services. 

'*We have no insurance on these forgeries so we've had to 
Ruminate the possibility by not accepting two-party checks/' 
Limmd said. 

The check cashing service is still free to FSU students with 
$50 maximum on a checking account per day. Checks 
itten by parents will not be accepted, but payroll checks for 
on-campus jobs will be cashed. 

'Beginning July, 1973, we didn't have any major forgeries 
a two-year period, bat latdy there have been some

The Florida Student Lobby may have trouble fmanciiig its 
litical efforts during the upcoming legislative session 
ecause of an opinion from the Board of Education which 
tates that student Activity and Service (A&S) fees ean't be 

scd for lobbying purposes. 

In a letter to the Board of Regents (BOR), Board of Educa- 
ion counsel John D. Carlson said that because A&S fees are 
ihlic funds, they cannot legally be used for political publica- 

>ri. media and advertising costs. 

Hmvcvcr, the nine state university student governments 
lil be able to disburse salaries, travel expenses and per diem 
. nfficial lobbyists because of a law passed by the 1974 

■ mslaturc. 

The Slate Council of Student Body Presidents (SCSBP) will 
(Idress the problem at next Sunday's meeting at Florida 
&M University. 

SponscH-s of the Student Lobby, SCSBP has yet to decide 
pon the salaries for the ir newly-appointed lobbyists, chair- 
erson Mark Hammond of Florida Technological University, 
nd vice-chairperson Randy Vorhees of the University of 

nuth Florida. 

In 1974, student lobbyists could not use any A&S fees 
hatsoever towards their lobbying efforts. 
Carlson pointed out that because A&S fees are available for 
ther university purposes upon the university president's 
cm action over student government appropriations, the 
unds do come under the 1974 legislative act. 

he Board of Education held in 1972 that no A&S fees could 
e used for political purposes based upon opinions from the 
ttorney General's office dating back to 1965. 
SCSBP's Sunday conference will precede the opening day 
I ; he legislative session by two days and will concentrate on 
«>bbyist salaries and several "priority" pre-filed bOls, 
ccording to FSU Student Government (SG) vice-president 
ebbie Pistana. 

In addition to supporting a bill that would provide for a 
eview of a university president's administration for a 
ive year term in office, the student lobby will also try to 
nfluence the passage of a proposal to allow students and their 

arents to see university files on students. 
House Bill (HB) 408 would open all records on a student to 
is or her inspection, and would enable the student to 
hallcnge the contents of the files in court. Under the 
rovisions of the bill, sponsored by Rep. Roger Wilson 
K-Pinellas), the student could also withhold his files from 



public inspection. 

HB 395, proposed by Rep. William Nelson, would put a 
student on the Board of Regents for a one-year term as a 
voting member. Student representatives would be 
apppointed by the governor and approved by a three-man 
cabinet committee on a rotating basis to aUow each <tf the state 
universities to supply a delegate. 



A resolution waapassed at the SCSBFs last meeting which 
called for a cap on hoiirs to be iMdd fisr by undergraduate and 
graduate students. Pistana said the council will try to present 
the resolution to the legislature in the form of a bill. 

The council will also try to formulate a stance on a proposal 
by Chancellor Robert Mautz which would force mandatory 
summer enrollment, according to Pistana.

(UP!) Board of Regents (BOR) Chaimum 
Marshall Criser said Tuesday he is uncertain when 
the Regents will take action on an offer to resign 
filed by FSU President Stanley Marshall. 

Criser. in news release, said that reports of the 
Regents acting on Marshall's letter at their Apr. 7 
meeting are erroneous. Criser said he will refer 
the letter to a Regents* committee. 

Hendrix Chandler, corporate secretary of the 
Regents, said action will be delayed because of 
pending rule changes which would allow for 
Regent reviews of state university president. 

Julius F. Parker, a Tallahassee Regent, told 
The Flambeau that he felt it was "most 
appropriate' ' to send the matter before a commit- 



tee of the BOR rather than the BOR itself. 

Claiming the issue of Marshall's resignation 
lacks urgency, Paiter added, * 'I personally think 
it's a tempest in a teapot." 

At its April meeting, the Regents will also hear a 
proposal to limit terms of university presidents and 
the state university chancellor to five years. The 
officials could serve additional terms following the 
Regent reviews. 

In a related issue, the House Education Com- 
mittee Tuesday postponed action on a bill by Rep. 
Richard Hodes. D-Tampa, which would institute a 
similar review process. The committee took na 
action on the bill because Hodes, chairman of the 
committee, is in Washington. 



Marshall wrote a letter to the R^ats in Match

Chandler predicted the review procedures will 
be adopted by the Regents.

But Pepitone said the 
agency registered more 
18-year-olds last year than 
the Census Bureau thought 
were alive.

Last year's bill, signed into law by Gov. Reobin Askew, 
tve student governments initial allocative oontfol over Hbs 
I [ 1 tire AkS fee bodg^ and allowed the university president to 
allocate line-items into health services and athletics. 

Mark Hammond, tiie State Council of Student Body 
resideiits' newly-appointed lobby director, says the conncM 
ilk follow the progress of bill without ooticenttating on its 

feat. 

We'll testily against the bill if we feel it has a chance of 
>age but we'll pay more attention to positive proposals 

h as a tuition cap bill," Hammond said. 
Problems over the A&S fee budget at the University of 
[rnith Florida (USF), a state university in MofFitt's district, 
ivc probably influenced the bill, according to FSU Senate 
resident Doug Mannheimer. 

"Joe Howell, (USF executive vice-president for student 
I fairs) sent out a memwandum to all tiie vke-pre«dents 
rging that something be done about the AAS, fee bill," 
lannheimer said. ' 'Howell testified against the bill last year 
hen it was befwe tiie Senate B d acatkm 



Mannheimer said that Moffttt's bill, if passed, would 
return control of ^ per cent of tiMeAftS tod to tiie umvefsity 

administration. 

*i think Lee Moffitt is well-meaning but the university in 
his area has a history of bad relations between the stttltents 

and the administration,' Mannheimer said. 

Mannheimer stated that the bill would "remove any 
meaningful power that students may have gained from last 
year in the areas of the university union, intramurals, and 
health services.

The monies, part of an 
estimated $122,405 surplus 
in the mini-budget, were 
allocated to the College 
Work Study Program, a 
source of student financial 
aid, and Strozier library for 
the purchase of new texts. 

Student Body President 
Apollo Visko termed the^ 




$37,000 grant to the work 
study program and the 
$43,000 allotted for new 
books "an example of the 
kind of fiscal response 
students are showing in 
control of KkS dollars. 

"With the current econ- 
omy and its impact on 
education, the coirtrol of 
A&S expenditures provides 
Student Government with 
the opportunity to supple- 
ment any areas it feels are 
becoming deficient," Visko 
said. 

Adding that roughly 5C per 
cent of students of campus 
are receiving some sort of 
financial aid, Visko said. 
**The work study allocation 
provided money for students 
who were depending on 
tiiose dollars to eat and to 
live, it merited a supple- 
mental amount to allow them 
to work untU the end of the 
year.**

"Foltowing last year's audit, 
the Board of Regents decreed 
that FSU get in step with the 
rest of the system." 

Minnick added, **You just 
can't spend money faster 
than the rate at which it 
comes in.**

Some 
East Asian sources state that 
the Communists had des- 
troyed the Vietnamese air 
force. This is arrant bullshit. 
The Communist anti-aircraft 
capahilities had greatly 
mcreased hi So«th Vietnam 
hot it was the fear of 
irreplaceahie kMSes and the 

sources that shattered the 
effectiveness of the vital air 
element. 
It was in an attempt to 

compensate for this weak- 
ness that President Thieu 
made the most asshole 
decision of the entire war: the 
abandonment of the peri- 
phery in order to concentrate 
his resources. This was a 
decision that typifies the 
short-sightedness of so many 
American and VietsaaMse 
actions daring the entire 
conflict. It was a course tiiat 
had moch to recommend it as 
a theoretical staff study but 
totally ignored the possttrfe 
political implications. 

As the author of "Fire in 
the Lake" so astutely pointed 
out, the South Vietnam we 
sought to preserve was a 
traditional society. The 
armed forces of traditional 
societies may be effective in 
the attadc, heroic on the 
defense, hot inevitably 
disastroos in the retreat. In a 
traditional society the stric- 
tures that hind men into 
disciplined action inevitably 
disintegrate in military 



withdrawal. The same dy- 
namic that gave Clive victory 
at Plessev seems to have 
turned the South Vietnamese 
withdrawal into the dis- 
astrous rout it has become. In 
a traditional society when the 
favor of Heaven shifts, it's 
every man for himself. The 
total ineptitude nf tlie 
witiidmwal only exaggerates 



The North Vietnamese 
have several divisions in the 
Sa^oo area hot I think a 
direct attack unlikely at 
present. The South Vietnam- 
ese still have effective 
military units in the south. 
Far better for the Commun- 
ists to continue their advance 
on a north-south axis pushing 
the mass of refugees and

The UCC currently offers a wide variety of services, and its 
records for January show a total of nearly 1200 individual 
counseling contacts during the month. Under the center's 
auspices is the Telephone Counseling Service, which 
accounts for another 1 000 contacts a month , and its nationally 
recognized training program for volunteers. 

The internship positions available at the UCC for students 
in the social sciences als^) face an uncertain future* accwding 
to The Flambeau's source. 

"The matter of internships is up to the individual academic 
departnients/* Hiett said. "We know that all these cuts are 
gong tocaaae some hardships, bat the necessity tA returning 
88 focahy lines by the end of the soramer has forced us to 
make some tough decisions."

seven months before being 
wounded by a command 
detonated mine In an 
ambush. 

"I think the Soath 
Vietnamese government did 
quite a bit for tiieir people," 
Nelson said. "If they wanted 



precedent for such massa- 
cres had already been set 
during the 1968 Tet 
Offensive. Thousands of 
civilians were fonad in mass 
graves, and in many 
instances, were bnried alive. 

"Vletnamlzitlon worked 
for two years, but once we cut 
aid, that was it," Nelson 
said. 

Nelson attacked South 
Vietnamese governmental 
leaders for being deficient. 
"The Vietnamese soldier is 
not to blame. A lot of ARVN 
units were as dedicated as 
the Marine units I was with." 

Whether in reference to 
U.S. or South Vietnamese 
policies, all the veterans 
interviewed folt disenchant- 
ed. Perhaps their moods 
were best expressed by one 
veteran who admitted, "I 
was all for it at one time . Now 
I just sit back and wonder."

hopes that this is the year that the Florida 
legislature will approve the amendment. 

"We are using regular citizen lobbying and 
letter-writing, phone calls, and telegrams 
from people across the state in our lobbying 
efforts," Pat Hayward, organizer of the 
legislative campaign said. "We want to have 
as much citizen input as possible to urge 
ratification." 

Hayward told The Flambeau that ERA has 




not been scheduled for consideration in the 
Senate, but after the expected House 
passage, it will be put on the agenda of the 
Rules committee in the Senate. 

"We arc focusing on key people in the 
Senate." Hayward said. "We are not 
pressuring them, but we want to make them 
aw are of the fact that "^1 per cent of the Florida 
citizenry approve of ERA, according to a poll 
conducted by the Democratic party. We 
want to demonstrate that a majority of people 
in Florida favor the ERA, not a mioority. 

**The most exciting thing in this year's 
efforts is the parade." Haywnd said.

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Fans discredit 
FSU athletics 



' FSU*s baseball team won its weekend series with 
Miami, but some over-zealoiis fans won the battle 
lor headlines, much to the diicfedil of an abeady 
maligned athletic program. 

fce-thrmring by fans, not exactly a new 
phenomenon at sporting events, produced some 
ugly results Friday night when Miami Coach Ron 
Fraser ended up in the hospital after being struck 
on the temple. 

It all started rather innocently when some fans, 
possibly taking G>ach Woody Woodward's recent 
call for fan nqipoit Iheralfy, began throwing ice at 
the Miami team frmn the bleachers. The 
extra-cnrri^lars continued until the sixth inning, 
when Fraser, a former FSU player, protested to the 
umpire. 

An announcement by officials asking spectators 
to restrain themselves had no effect. A second 
anoouncement, accompanied by a thr^t to pull 
both teams olf the field if the icing continued, 
apparently did the trick. 

But as the game drew to a close, Fraser came 
under attack again and was not so lucky this time. A 
large chunk caught him on the temple. Fraser later 
collapsed on two different occasions before being 
rushed to the hospital. He was released the next 
day following a night of observation. 

Fraser said he would not ask the NCAA to 
investigate the Incident. We applaud his very 
diplomatic restraint, but wonder whether it is a

Woodward was openly disgusted with the 
treatment which FSU received in Miami during the 
spring break series. He had asked students last 
week to give Miami '*a real warm welcome" when 
The Hurricanes came to Tallahassee.

Phase two of the Faculty Senate's probe into the 
tlate of the mmetmty ai^Mopriately got off the 
gioiuid last week with a meetiag bttweca Senate 
icpfet cntt i v ea and the adminiatratioH. 

The first part of that prohe concentrated on 
faculty perceptions of just what the problems were. 
Results of a university-wide questionnaire 
established that 80 per cent of the respondents saw 
major or critical problems with the office of the 
president, hence the propriety of the meeting with 
administrators. 

According to faculty spokesperson James Pitts, 
the second phase of the investigatioo will 
concentrate on gathering evidence on those 
problem areas identified by the facuhy.

Turning to another controversy, the issue over 
reorganization of the Department of Health and 
Rehabilitative Services (HRS), Askew said, "I agree with the 
leadership of the House and Senate that we need to 
reorganize" HRS. 

Senate President Dempsey Barron, and to a lesser extent 
Speaker of the House Don Tucker, have both expressed 
concern over the top-heavy bureacracy of the agency. Largely 
in response to their criticisms. Askew conceded 
"reorganization of HRS will make it easier for people to find 
the help they need. It will eliminate duplication of staff and 
services.** 

In yet another proposed overtuuiling of a state agency. 
Askew proposed the expansion of the Public Service 
Commission (PSQ from three to five members, appo in t e d 
rather than elected as is present practice. That saggeation has 

also found support with Barron and Tudter. 

Drawing the ire of Stop ERA forces packing the east 
gallery. Askew urged the adoptioa of the Equal Rights 

Amendment. 

"The Equal Rights Amendment will not outlaw individual 
choice in social customs," Askew contended. "It will not 
endanger our domestic institutions (or) undermine personal 
values where those values do not involve unwarranted 
discrimination. 

"The women of this state . . . have already waited Iw too 
long for the equality that is flieir rightful inherteaace by 
birth/' the governor said. 

The Stop ERA forces were undaunted in their derision, 
however, and seemed to have a grand time of it aO. Pro sp e ct s 
that ERA will pass both hoiaes tUs year are dfaa.

The PBC claims to be a grassroots answer to the 
ettabBshnieiit's White House-sponsored Ameri- 
can Revolution Bicentennial Administration. The 
PBC people say they have ''other ideas" about the 
Bicentennial, and in the same breath condemn the 
crass commercialism that permeates the White 
House effort. 

PBC's "other ideas" are prompted primarily by 
one overriding fear: the fear of big business and the 
stranglehold it has put on our democratic rights. 
They liken the present crisis to the one that put this 
country on Britain's front burner 200 years ago. 
They maintain that many of the burning issues of 
1776 stemmed from the economic conditions of the 
•day; high prices, shortages of vital goods, growing 
unemployment and gross discrepancies in wealth. 
Sound familiar? 

They go on to quote the Connecticut Price-Fixing 
Commissicm which in 1776 blamed the exorbitant 
price raises of the day on the monopolizers, "that 
great pest of society, who prefer their own private 
gain to the interest and safety of their country.** 




Frills superfluous in crunch

For the most part, the specific functions and purposes of 
administrators are ambiguous and, at best, questionable. 
However, there is one task which administrators perform with 
particular efficiency and dedication — the task of matching 
rhetoric to programs. 

The latest term added to what seems to be a never ending 
stream of administrative vernacular is that of austerity. 

Austerity , we are told by the word managers, is the resoh of 
our currently dismal economic situation which has left the 
university, along with other bureaucratic institittions, short of 
funds. And in order to protect our ''educational integrity," 
administrators have deemed it necessary to undertake a 
massive austerity program to save money. 

Administrators say they are taking little joy in trying to 
determine the university's priorities, but stand by the 
rationale that someone has to save the university from 
economic ruin. 

So far, administrative attempts to stave off economic 
disaster have included the reduction of course offerings, 
cutting of classroom facilities, the firing of 23 maintenance 
workers and almost abolishing the counseling center. 

Along with these arbitrary reductions, the university 
admmistration also seems to have devetoped an unofficial 
policy of denymg tenure and promotions to professors m 
hopes of reducing hcuity numbers. 

Nevertheless, for all of the adnunistration's talk of austerity 
and hard times, there curiously remauis one finandal 
albatross which has not even been whispered about when the 
hatchet men have weilded their tool. It appears from all 
observations that the Athletic Department has remaiaed 
unscathed by the austerity pfogram's loamiag ilishci and 
cuts. 

What I mean by unscathed is that the Athletic De|»artmeat 

still exists. 

No matter how we may cloud the issue, the purpose of FSU 
is to serve as an institution of higher learning and a center for 
^ 2?!°***'** ^ educational ideas. If, in fact, we are suffer- 
ing from fanpoidhig financial damnation, the administration 
^ooid establidi priorities which would insure adequate 
fiin^oniiig of the educational proces^and the abolition of all 
superfluous entries. 

Certmafy, the Athletic Department is now the mmt

Sheldon has been in 
working contact with the 
Florida Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws 
(FORML), a group that has 
proposed much more lenient 
punishment provisions in the 
bill, according to Sheldon. 

Sheldon does not deny that 
marijuana may be harmful, 
adding, however, that "the 
law as it currently stands is 
more harmful than the drug 
itself." Because Florida 
ranks third m the nation in 
the violent-crime rate, he 
said he feels hiw enforce m ent 
resources should be readjus- 
ted to the protection of the

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Co-op program offers 
help for job hunters

"Career employers are looking for 
applicants with previous work experience. ' 
said Dianne Harris, coordinator of the Co op 
Educational Program at FSU. **ln today s 
maifcet, a college degree alone doesn't 
guamtse • good job.^* 

Helpiiig stodeM Had pre-prolessioaal 
work dperieaoe to tutHmfr tlitir acadeiiiic. 
area imt beea • Utrnm - yeu goal of the co-op 
pragnm. As ooordfaurtor. Harris contacts 
prospective employers oatMMiwkSe through 
letters and recmitiag trips. 

**We have to compete with other college 
co-op offices for job leads," she said. "To do 
this, we strive to accomodate both the 
employer and the students' needs.*' 

The program, with offices located in RcK)m 
207 Bryan Hall, offers several different plans 
for students wishing to participate. "The 
most popular plan is to alternate a quarter of 
work with a quarter of school." Harris said. 
Students may also choose to work and go to 
school simultaiieoiisly or altemate for sti 
month periods mstead of acadeauc quarters. 



According to Harris, many of the students 
who nwrt to work are not sore what IomI of job 

they want. "We try to obtain a clear, concise 
picture of the student's needs and desires." 
she said. "If they know what tt> expect, fewer 
will be dissatisfied with their )«»bs Because 
we haven't had any students quit their jobs, 
many employers view our program as a 
reliabie source oi employment." Harris 
added that a muBber of participairts oootimie 
to work for their co-op employer after

situations." said William Oliver, director of 
the FSU program. "To keep up with this 
concept of flexibility, our office handles a 
greater variety of jobs than moat oo-op 
programs." 

According to Oliver, there is currently no 
advantage to early graduation. "Employers 
went through a stage of hiring younger 
people, but now the trend is towards hiring 
mature employes in their mid-twenties," he 
said.

power to draft women, but they want to protect w o m u k as 
much as they can. and won't send them into any war. 
unless the ERA is passed. They should keep oa protecting 
women, just like they're supposed to do " 

A strong objection voiced by many anti-tHA lobbyists 
was the " interference of Mrs. Reubin Askew and Mrs. 
Betty Ford into things ihey should stay out of, while their 
husbands are in politics." 

According to Crane, these women should be home and 
"seen and not heard." She says she feels **tMs is an 
ezamfrieof wtert happens iriwB the sepatalioB of powers 
isi*t honored.

In opening remarks. Rep. Elaine Gordon (D-Miami), who 
sponsored the ERA resolution, contended that **the inherent 
right of an citizeBs to receive equal protectioB and equal 
treatment under the law should not be subject to the wifl or 
whim of even the nu^otity. 

"In almost aU cases, chril liberties of minorities are 
pralected by the law . . . Certainly considerations of 
conscience and right compel and demand that tiiese ri|^ts be 
extended to all men and wmnen." 

Rep. Karen Coolman (D-Ft. Lauderdale) stood clutching a 
bible and told the legislators that Jesus Christ, " while he was 
on earth, fought rules that held women down." bringing near 
apoplexy to some Stop-ERA forces who had been arguing that 
God was on their side. 

But Rep. Chester Clem (R-Vero Beach) was unmoved by 
Ms. Coolman's speech as well. "We didn't come here to be 
pieadied to." Clen said. "When you ratify that 27th

House votes 

'hard-line' 
on pot laws 



(UPI) The Florida House indicated Tuesday it will take a 
hard line in 1975 against reforming state mari^iana laws 
as the legislators rejected by a 94-20 vote a move wliidi 
would have eased penalties for possessiBg the dng. 

Rep. George Sheldon (D>Tampa), attempted 
ansaqcessfally to tadL on an ameadmeBt to a drug UU 
which would have reduced penalties for marijuana 
possession. Sheldon, a freshman who campaigned on 
marijuana reform, proposed a suggesticm of making 
possession of one ounce or less (^f marijuana punishable 
by a first degree misdemeanor rather than a tldrd degree 
felony. 

The House did not vote on the bill ( HB 117). which calls 
for stiffer penalties for sellers of hard drugs. 

Sheldon, who has a separate bill to reduce penalties for 
first-iimc possession of marijuana to a $100 fine, said the 
average jail sentence for possessors ofone ounce or less in 
Florida is 2.7 years. The average term for persons 
convicted of having 100 pounds or more of marijuana, he 
said, is 3.5 years.

Sen. Kenneth Plaaie (B-Wiater Park) said he feared that

Plante also said that the governor already has the 
authority to appoint a student to the BOR if he wants to. 

But Sen. Ken MacKay (D-Ocala) disagreed, contending 
**we can see students are doing a good job when some 
authority is turned over to them, as with A&S fees. 

■'It seems to me that the students, as consumers, are the 
people that the system is set up to serve," MacKay said. **If 
not, then we shouM re-examine the role of higher education.** 

A similar bill providing for one stodeat BMBriier oa the BOK 
has been ffled in the House by Hep. Bffl Nelaoa 
(D-hfelboQnie). After the bifl was defeated 6-3, the 
comadttee agreed to reoonsidef the proposal at toitesFit 
meeting at 2 p.m. in the Senate office building. 

Sen. Henry Sayler (R-St. Petersburg) offered the proposed 
committee bOl (PCB IS) which would have split AAS fees into 
activity and service functions, with university administrations 
regaining control over student services. Student governments 
would have retained control over activity funding, ioOEie 10 to 
15 per cent of the total A&S budget at FSU. 

The committee heard testimony from Alan Jotkoff. a former 
student government treasurer at the University of South 
Florida (USF) w ho last year controlled the expenditure of A&S 
money at USF. Jotkoff alleged that the experiment in student 
control at USF had failed, a victim of political conflicts on that 
campus. 

Speaking on behatf of the stndest lobby, Doug 
Maimheimer contended that at FSU, no such proUeras have 
been encountered since the bin went into effect U»t summer.

**The people who i^ell and transport marijuana should 
be dealt with in the fullest extent, but our attitude needs to 
be different toward first offenders who possess one ounce 
or less,'* said Sheldon. "Law enforcement Sgum show 
that Florida spends S15 milikMi to enforce laws retaliBg to 
first offenders. This money should be used for hard oate 
drug prevention." 

Sheldon said that more people are ai ic ated for 
marijuana possession in Florida than any other crime. 
Efforts to stop other crimes are liauted by marquana 
cases, he said. 

Debate on Sheldon's amendment was limited. Rep. R. 
W. Peaden ( D-Pensacola). a retired policeman, said he 
believes that smoking marijuana will lead to other crimes. 

But Rep. David Lehman (D-Miami). a physician, said 
Oegon has a law similar to the Sheldon amendment and 
that marijuana use in the state has not increased because 
of the legislation. 

Thirteen of the 20 votes in fovor of the amendment came 
from freshmen.

There is, how ever, a possibility that the bill will be 
amended to reduce the number of students and 
presented to committee again. 

Meanwhile, a companion bill sponsored by Rep. 
Bill Nelson (D-M el bourne) got a better reception 
from the House Education Subcommittee, where it 
woo unanimous approval. The biD, which would 
pot one student on the Board, win now go to the fufl 
Edncatioo Committee. If successful there, it wiU go 
to the House floor for a final vote. 

Sen. Bob Graham (D-Miami Lakes), another 
supporter of the concept, said earlier this week. **I 
think that students have a unique insight into the 
operations of the university.'* He also pointed out 
that students have a financial stake in how their 
university is run. 

In tet, stodents are paying more for their 
edacation than they ever have. As paying 
consumers of a serv ice, they are entitled to 
any over how that acrvka is 



Under the present situation, the Regents 
"listen" to student suggestions at their monthly 
meetings. But it is well-known that these meetings 
are merely public shows, a facade for government 
in the sunshine. Board members, for the most part, 
merely pay lip service to student presentaticms, 
having geiierally mi^ up their miiKls <m the major 
issues long before. 

A student member of the Board, equipped with 
full voting rights and the influence that goes along 
with them, could go a long way in correcting these 
faults. We urge legislators to begin treating 
students as the adults they are and to accord them 
the responsibilities to which they are entitled.

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American dream ringing hollo 



Whatof this great lethargic beast Academe? What malaise 
has cooled the ^rit of American aniversity students, turned 
idealism to cynicism, uproar to alence? 

It is a hot topic of bar and parlor, legislatnre and ahar. ft 
tickles and intrigues the American liberal estaMishment like 
Watergate, aerosol spray, Psatty Hearst and plotooiam, and 
incites gaudy rumination in the press. 

Popular speculation is that students have retrogressed to 
the 50s... to beer, sex and torpor. It is popular particularly 
with the media, which often takes it as a sign students have 
come to their senses, realizing the imbecility of protest, 
opting instead for the comforts and securities of the great 
American rut. 

It is a superficial parallel and ignores the fundamental 
reason for the silence of the campuses — that reason being a 
sense of resignation, even of despair, that afflicts not only the 
campuses, but the republic in general. 

Everywhere there is a consciousness of things running 

down, of supplies running out. The American dream is 

panning out hollow, and students realize the urgency of 

gettmg a piece of the dimini^ing pie. There is the realization 

that there won't be enou^ to go around. Some will be left out; 
some already have been. 

In the 50s, and as recentfy as three and four years ago, tfaeie 
existed in America a sense of national optimism that had ran 
pretty consistently since 1776. It was a twisted and myopic 
brand of meliorism, fed primarily by nuterial wealth. It 
bedeviled George Santayana 60 years ago. and puzzled de 
Tocqueville a century earlier— the Europeans have long 
predicted that Americans, without a more substantial 
national foundation, would stand helpless when they finally 
realized their wealth was not infinite. 

The American optimism, in large measure, was a PR job. 
but there was enough hard evidence around to make it 
coovnicing to most of us. We had the richest and grandest 
piece of real estate on the planet and more tonnage of natural 
resources than anyone could compute in their head. The 
roodess American spirit could prance across the prarie 
without a thought toward oonaervatioii or piamm^, an awed 
orid audience not darti^ to blow the wlustie on the flashy 
charade. 

In the 50s. those of us in grade schoob. weie heided 
inexorably toward college and a ritzy job hi a future ofgy of 

mechanized, glittery luxury and excess. We looked, 
slack-jawed, at the neat pictures in our Weekly leaders of 
neu mterstate highways, automobile and spaoeshqi 

prototypes. We were dazzled. 

On the quiet campuses of the day, the ritzy future was 
closer, and consequently less glamorous, but there were jobs 
and every prospect of things getting better. 

A necessary factor in comparing today *s studenu with

The 60s class, too often however, is invested »t 
collective idealism, courage and sense of duty ' 
seldom there. Those qualities were there at times. .. .

qualities of character. 

But the energy of several years ago was a reacti 
times, to a particular set of circumstances. It was 
and reasonable to protest as it was to scratch athletes f • 
wipe a runny nose. It was done because it had to be i 

Equally important, protesting could be done, by all be 
most militant and outrageous, in the knowledge that vks 
demonstratkms weieofver, when the batdes were woii.t* 
would be a trig piece of American pie waiting. Optimis* 
ran strong, though cracks were beginning show. 

The energy for a good student uprisng is not entirdjr^ 

today, of course. Much of the impetus that turned s 
out for political protest, also turned them out for streaii'* 
both cases, it was something to do; something iavohioi^ 
a flouting of a decadent authority. 

What is ignored by those who draw the 50s parallel s 
hard fact that times are fundamentally different. The pt*^ 
and cultural stars have moved. 

We cannot claim the innocence and naivete of the >^ 
as we cannot deny the movement of history.

Hot dog lovers have 
a place In the sun 



Brewster Banks and George Anderson 
love hotdogs. And aooofdlng to the 
co-owners of Andy's Hotdog Company, 
which sets up wedtdays by the 
University UnioB, so does everybody 
else. 

Andy's has become a daily meeting 
place for FSU hotdog fans since it 
opened its flowered umbrella to the 
campus community some ten months 
ago. Its persuasive owners, who offer 
free lemonade to many passers-by. claim 
to operate the first and only hotdog stand 
licensed by the state of Florida. 

Anderson first got the idea for Andy's 
wlule visiting New York two years ago. 
He spent the following months bnildmg 
the wooden stand to gove rnm e nt 
speciflcatiotts. The stand has smoe 
received approval by numerous state 
agencies and become the trademark of 
the operation. 

'*Since our arrival at FSU. we've been 
visited by ARA (the campus food 
service).

Banks, a singer with a local rock 
group, dahned that since they've 
estal^^ed thimaclves. "reaction has 
been good."

A terse Kremlin announcement said the shake-up was 
ordered by a Communist party Central Committee 
plenum, which backed Brezhnev's leadership and hailed 
his pursuit of improved East-West relations. 

Shelepin's ouster brought the first change in two years 
for the Politburo, the seat of power which has almost total 
control over the Soviet Union's government, party and 
250 million people.

If acted upon 
favorably by the entire panel , 
Vasilinda said the proposal 
has a fifty-fifty chance of 
passage on the House floor.

These plays were #c l l -f sc ei ved but only 
one was of high quality. This was Gaudia Noble's 
well-defined and entertaining drama, "The Real Truth About 
Oatmeal". Matt Cugno's "Sweet Success" and "The 
Imaginary Mr. Lincoln" were highly inventive, but 
unfortunately, terribly ambiguous. 



These two playwrights show great promise. If anything, 
they tie dealing with proUem of vital oonoern to lA. 

NoMe's play Is a realistic portiayal of the inhnafiane 
cooditioiis prevalent today in old age Imnes. Itbegnis with 
the arrival of an elderly man to a notshig hoaie whcte he is to 
stay while his family is on vacation. Gradnally, the vishnr 
learns from a crippled male patient that a nursing home is not 
where people come to be cared for but to die. Angered, he 
cries out against this injustice, only to realize that no one will 
listen to him. Like the others, he has become a victim of this 
cruel home where the only food served is oatmeal. 

"Oatmeal" makes its point neatly and effectively. By 
casting it in the realistic style, Noble emphasized the ugliness 
and the immediacy of this horrible circumstance. 

Ray Milan's staging of "Oatmeal" vivified the character's 
feeling of londiness. For the most part, the hospital patients 
temafai iramohPe in their wheelchairs, treating eadh other 
with great disdain. In essence, they have become as cruel as 
thd^ oam world. 

Rossd Aotfai's Sam, the visitor, was too stylized. His 
movements were overdone and his voice was exceptionally 
high. As the cripple. Gene Densmore was credible hut at 
times he overreacted to the visitor's remarks. However, 
Leslie Potter's old woman was effective and Anne Keever's 
nurse was done sharply. 

Matt Cugno's "Sweet Success" is reminiscent of a poor 
television situation comedy. It is a farce without any real 
substance.

Moffit said yesterday that he has been in close contact with 
USF Vice-President for Student Affairs Joe Howell who, last 
year, lobbied against the bill to give student government 
initial control of AftS fees. 

"The problein wkh this law (AAS liee> Is tfHit the bill waa 
tadted onto a credit card bill Ust year and passed the Ifouse 
on the last day of the session without any aigalficaat dehate," 
Moffit said. 

Moffit was referring to the passage of the bill allowing state 
university students to pay their tuition fees with a credit card. 

Moffit submitted his bill because of potential job insecurity 
for university staff members being paid through the student 
fees. "How can a university recruit staffers when they can't 
assure them of a job after a year?" he asked. 

Under the new law, FSU's Student Senate is currently 
hearing budget requests from the different service heads in 
order to make the initia] aOocatloo of approximately $2 
■tUlioii. 

A ftoal badget ovtliiie wm be preaentod to Dr. Stanley 

Martdudl, who has the authority to line-item veto any 
allocation for reallocation into oither the health oaster, 
intercollegiate athletics or bond commitmeBts. 

"That students are universally against this bill is 
inaccurate," Moffit pointed out. "Students from the 
University of Florida. FSU and especially USF have 
approached me in support of it.'*

Unilateral dectsioii-iiiakiiig by the adnninlstra- 
tkm, a disease tfaat wems to afflict inaiijr 
bttfeaocracies, reoently aiaiiiiested itself once 
again at FSU when the adniinistnitk» decided to 
cot tiiehodget ofthe University Counseling Center 
WCO. 

The administrators, reportedly swayed by recent 
letters of protest, now say they want to dispel any 
rumors that the UCC will be dismantled next year. 
Whether or not "dismantled" is the descriptive 
word osed, the fact remains that the center win 
suffer rather severe cutbacks. 

The piesent frfan, as we understand it, makes 
necessary the abolition of all training and clinical 
fenctioBS tfaat the UCC now carries out. Nine 
faculty positions will also be returned to their 
respective departments, leaving the remaining 
staff restricted to academic and career counseling. 
Administrators say that the necessity of reducing 
88 faculty lines by the end of summer forced them 
to make these ' tough decisions."

Regent meets with students 



Terming considerations of establish- 
ing a criminology department at FIcMida 
A&M University (FAMU) **oae way in 
which we can cut across the racial 
boundaries,** Regent Iteslisll Harris 
discussed this and other issues with FSU 
students in a camims aeetiag yesterday 
ificrnoon. 

A topic of major concern at 
^' sierday's forum at Cawthon Hall was 

the proposed dismantling of FSU's 
^^h(H>l of criminology and nios ing it to 
f A.ML . Harris, a former legislator, 
intended that the matter should have 
been placed before Regents rather than 
law-makers. 

"I do those tnings delegated to mc. 
and if the legislators want to keep 



chipping at that, then it's okay widi 
me.*' Harris said. "I will testily agdnst 
the move, hot that is their business.** 

Harris ciaimed that while ' distinc 
tive*' programs must be given to FAMU. 
"we've got to define the role of FAMU 
first. The BOR doesn't agree with the 
idea of legislators trying to determine 
where a program should be." he said. 

Commenting on the passage of the 
Studeni-on-BOR bill bv the Senate 
Education Committee. Harris said. "I 
was the only yes vote on the BOR 
legislative committee. 1 doo*t d^nk it's 
such a big deal myself.'*

cause virtually few problems." 

Taking exception to Gordon's remarks, 
FSU President Stanley Marshall asserted. 
"Just because v^c happen to be in the same 
town IS a lousy reason to move around our 
departments I'm tired of hearing arguments 
concerning the transfer of our schools merely 
because we're only a mile apart. 1 hope yotf'D 
remember that while you may help FAMU, 
you can also destroy mU." 

Marshall added, "This move woulfl not 
only hurt FSU, it would also hurt the program. 
I feel that a much more intense study should 
be done by the legislature before reviewing 
this transfer." 

Rep. Gwen Cherry (D-Miami). who is 
sponsoring'an identical bill in the House, told 
committee members. "I'm a graduate of 
FAMU. and I ve watched too many schools 
disappear from this university. 

"It's the story of our life with integratimi. 
We always go to the other side. It seems we 
always lose something to someone else. WeH, 
now we have the chance to be on the receiving 
end." 

Marshall remarked that **whenever an 
institution is moved, it doesn't retain the 
same qualities. This is not a racist statement 
on my part. It's just that I believe the program 
would definitely suffer if moved across 



town." 

Rcpresentmg FAMU. C U Smith t(X)k 
exception to an earlier remark by Eugene 
Czajkoski, dean of cnmmology at FSU. that 
FAMU lacks "the resources necessary" to 
take over the FSU criminology sclwol. 

'i cannot stand by and listen te theae 
lemafks," Smith said. **lt was probably too 
conqrfei to get to the raoon at one tine. 

"However, FAMU is well into this prograa 
already, having established loans and grants 
for students interested in criminology and 
corrections. In fact, our people have Ph D s 
from some of the best sch(X)ls in the country. 
We weren't allowed to attend such sch(M>ls as 
the University of Mississippi, so we had to 
settle for Harvard and Yale." 

Smith added that committee members 
should "think of what is best for higher 
education, the law, and the people in the state 
of Florida. The job opportunities are no 
different if the student graduates from FSU or 
FAMU. The schoob are equally aocreifited, 
andthefru»lty members st FSU are nobett^ 
than any other university." 

After Smith's testimony, the committee 
voted to temporarily pass the bill and resume 
hearings at a later date. A spokesperson for 
the committee said the bill should come 
before the members again early next week. 



Visko adversaries 
demand resignation

Two student Senators have 
called for the resignation of 
Student Body President 
ApK)llo Visko amidst allega- 
tions that he misappropriat- 
ed funds in direct violation of 
Senate Bill 29. 

Senators Jerry Poore and 
Hamden Baskin were among 
12 co-signers of charges 
against Vkko filed with 
Senate Secretary Valerie 
Cadwallader yesterday. They 
claimed that "it would be 
quite dramatic for Visko to be 
thrown out of office. 

*'We would like Apollo to 
take a hard, serious look at 
the charges, not politics, and 
consider resignation," Bas- 
kin said. 

Charges against Visko 
stemmed from alleged 
misappropriatkMi of monies 
from the Student Govern- 
ment (SG) tnvei account 
widdi were used to finance 
trips for two members of the 
FSU Debate Team and Visko. 



ViriKi's oowMd, former 
attorney general Dick Wil- 
son, claimed that while no 
one is questioning the right 
of the Senate to investigate 
the matter, "it's a political 
case and there's nothing to it. 
Impeachment is such a 
drastic measure," he said. 

James Monroe, admini- 
strative assistant to Visko, 
kerned all aUe^rtions and 
said, **The whole Hang has 
been handled improperly, 
and Apollo's r ep uta t ion is on 
the line. 

"The charges have not 
been properly filed yet." 
Monroe stated, explaining 
that they should have turned 
over to the Judiciary and 
Rules (J&R) Committee 
chairperson. ''They are 
accusing and tiyhig w^MMrt a 
hearing." 

According to Poore, Visko. 
wtteo rtrst oomroMeo oy mm, 
denied mnking the trip to 
Chicago. "He later said that 
he did make the trip, but not 
w^ Student Government 



funds." Poore said. 

Baskin maintained that 
"the violation is there and 
intent is the question. But, 
for me. there's no dou 
about intent. 

"How could he have 
campaigned for four years 
and been Senate prei^dest 
for two jpcars and dnhn 
ignorance on the matter of 
appropriating fends?" Bas- 
kin asked. "We are not 
assuming or hypothesizing 
We have the facts and that's 
what Visko mast argue 
with."

Victims of rape receive 
counseling from Center 



The aftermath of a rape 
can produce permanently 
damaging effects on the 

victim. To aid persons in this 
situation, the Tallahassee 
Rape Crisis Center is taking 
calls through the Telephone 
Counseling Service at 644- 
2202. 

Trained volunteers are on 
call from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. and 
can be reached during the 
day by leaving one's first 
name and number with the 
Telephone Counseling Ser- 
vice. They forward the 
information to a Rape Crisis 
volunteer who will promptly 
return the call. 

Their function is to listen, 
support, give information, 
suggest alternatives, make 



referrals, help with trans- 
portation problems, and to 
accompany the individual 
through any post-rape pro- 
cedures. 

They will provide guidance 
about what to do if the person 
wants to report the incident, 
what will happen if the 
individual decides to prose- 
cute, and how to face one's 
family and possible pregnan- 
cy. In addition they will try to 
aid the individual in 
overcoming the trauma of a 
rape to avoid possible 
psychological repercussions. 

The Rape Crisis Center 
was begun in September 
1973, following a conference 
the previous spring by 
interested women in the

Everyone from conservathre polhidaas to 
monarchs voice their support in fevor of 
environmental destruction.

politician who does not campaign oo the 

environment" theme. Equally common are advertisements 
by Mobil Oil which detail the many ecological advantages of 
using their product. 

In fact, the issue is so acceptable among the mnhitndes that 
the public educational system even aOoirs Earth Day 

activities to be held in the schools. 

We all want to save the environment; we all want to cleanse 
the world of the grime of industrial waste: we all want to 
convmceonrsehres that the skyline is blue and not reaUy that 
ugly gray haie. 

So diidfi%, in aocord with die politicians' platitudes, we 
pick Bp oar napkins, swaOow our gam, recycle our garbage 
and torn down oor t h e rmo atats. 

However, in spite of aD onr mon^sdc aad weB ^ ir m lfii 
practices one fact still remams: the environ 
increasingly polluted. 

Most statistics show that unless thm is a 

worid-wide priorities, we may have a great deal of d^fieohy 
hving through the year 2.000. 

This IS the contradiction of liberal reforms and politics. It 
agrees that there is a problem, offers numerous proposals as 
solutio ns, yet its policies always find a way to circumvent 
poMdve actions and eventually result in attempts to 
despcrrtely find enough fingers to plug into the crumbling 
dyke.

"When 
there's no food, people will 
come here to get food. Then, 
when they run into trouble 
again — and they haven't 



helped us out in the 
meantime — there wouldn't 
be any food hero eith^." 

"When you're hungry and 
you come here out of despahr.

The business of writiiig can become an obsession which 
rivals tlie pleasure and pain of lust. The temptation to 
prostitute one*s self before the altar of popularlity is 
difficult to defeat, especially if material reward or fbttety 

are to accompany the betrayaL A case in point would 

appear to be the recent series of articles by columnist Jack 
Anderson concerning the private life of Mrs. Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis. 

Anderson has never been able to equal the smooth 
accusatory style of his late mentor Drew Pearson. 
Nevertheless, he has attempted to breathe the breath of life 
into an industry which can only be described as Washington's 
answer to Hedda Hopper, Luela Parsons and Rona Barrett. 
Why the "Washington Merry -Go-Round" gives a hoot about 

that tragic woman reouuns a mystery to this writer and otiiers 
who feel such diatrflies bekmg in cheap fim nagaEines. 

However, Anderson's step down into the wocld of 
muckrakers gives rise to an interesting contradiction. Was it 
not Jack Anderson who was one of the field commanders in 
the war against the C.I. A. "snooping?" Hardly a day cduld 
pass without a new revelation from his fmgers concetiiing the 
C.LA.'s accumulation of personal information on natkmal 
leaders. The argument was presented that that agencv was 
not chartered for the purpose of domestic surveillance. I 
would maintain that Anderson's purpose is not to publicize 
information about a woman who holds no public office and is 
therefore not accountable to the American public. 

The C.I.A. has been effectively crippled by the continuous 
OBslauglit from the press. Thedire consequences may not be 
observed in Portugal, where a smaU minority of Communists 
have managed to manew^ (with the consistent aid of the 
K.G.B.)iiitooQiitiol. Andenoo may daim paitiat credtt fcr 
this coup, as he may claim pu^ creifit, far the rainatioii <^ 
the national career of Sen. Thomas Eagk^n. While Ea^eton 
was suffering with the acutely embarrassing problem of 
psychological treatment (which should be seiHier 
embarrassing nor politically damaging). Anderson was 
printing patently false articles claiming Eagleton had a severe 
drinking problem. Although Anderson later apologised 
publically. the damage had been done and it was, sadly, too 
late for the junior senator from Missouri. 

Anderson's attacks on the C.I. A., coupled with the "New 
Yofk Times" attempt to gain back the prestige lost to the 
"WasiUBgtOB P6sf* during Watergate, have serv ed only to 
weatel tUs- natioii's security nerve centers. All of the 
atrocities for which the C.I.A. has been blamed accured prior 
to the appoiirtmefit of CoBiy as director. If tins precedent 
were to be continued^ we wmdd all be treated to fofl-MaOe 
mvestigations into the admini itfatioiisof p t eaidcuto Johnaon 
and Kennedy, i. for one. might eiqoy seeiag Radhaid Mm 
vindicated as the least harmful and compt of tite three.

Swamped by numerous financial hang ups 
and unfullfilled commitments, Florida 
Studtnt Lobby (FSL) Director Mark 
Hammond sajd yesterday the lobby should 
•erininatc it's current operations and set 
iside unused funds for next year's legislative 

>cssii)n. 

A first year off-shoot of the State CoBacfl of 
student Body Presidents (SCSBP), tlie lobby 
s experieacing growing pains of an 
exaggerated decree. 

immond. who had received less than half 
c salary that was allegedly due him 
bttorc the 1975 session, said he is willing to 
remain in Tallahassee to coordinate efforts of 
volunteer student lobbyists. 

I reallv can't blame the State Council of 
Student Body Presidents (SCSBP) for all of 
our financial difficulties," Hammond said. 
"There has been a lot of foot-draggjlng on the 
part of universities that were to send us fiinds 



tor the lobby." 

The problems began in March when John 
D. Carlson, counsel to the Board of 
Education, released an opinion that FSL 
officials couldn't use Activity and Service 
(A&S) fees for lobbying purposes other than 
salaries, travel and per diem. 

Becanae of that opinioo. over $2000 
allocated to the lobby from FSU's student 
government has been denied appropriation 
by eiBcutive Vioe-Fresident for Stndent 
Affairs Eddie Bass. 

To date, FSL has received checks from only 
three universities, the University of West 
Florida, the University of South Florida and 
Florida Technological University. 

Hammond said there are varying opinions 
from university presidents. Board of Regents 
members and the Board of Education as to 
how the A&S funds can be spent. 

"I have yet to find anyone who understands 
Carlson's opinion/* Hammond complained. 
**! can't spend the money on telephones and 



publications if there's a chance I'll be held 
personally liable. 

"I'm not even sure who I'm working for 
right now because the SCSBP withdrew it's 
incorporation application. In oar oral 
agreement I was told the conncfl wonki be 
incorporated and that I wookS receive my 
salary in advance." 

Since Carlson's opinion, the FSL Board of 
Directors has asked Florida Atty. General 
Robert Shevin for his opUkm on the AAS 
fumfing proMem. 

HanunoBd said he wiD recommend to the 
Board of Directors at this Saturday's 
e m er g ency meeting that the funds received 
from the universities be held until the Atty. 
General-'s opinion is rdeascs. 

I'm not going to spend the fiinds because 
the money was approved by the SG senates 
with services expected," Hammond said. 
"Under the current situation I can't assore 
that I can provide that level of service. 1 wUI 



recommend that I be taken off the payroll " 
The FSL office space m the Rorida 
Petroleum buildng has no telephone, and 
Hammond was forced to rent a typewriter for 
the FSL secretary oat of his own pocket. 

Before the SCSBP had appointed lobby 
officials, outgoing FSU Stndent Body 
Plmideat David Aronofolgr rented the q>aoe 
and promised S2,S00 for a copy nMcMne, 
according to Hammond. 

FSU Student Body President Apollo Visko. 
a member of the SCSBP. said all the legal 
hang-ups were unforseen when the FSL 
program was being drawn up. 

"The legal tedmkalldes are sk>wing things 
down to a standstill — that's what this 

ia fof." addnd Visko.

were locked. 

A list of 21 demands aimed 
at upgrading the status of 
minorities on the faculty and 
in the student body was read 
by William Jackson, a blue- 
jean dad spokesman stand- 
ing on the front steps of the 
fcw-story brick building.

Editor: 

At this point in the unfolding drama, to 
evacuate the Americans remaming in 
Vietnam would be a drastic mistake — the 
consequences of which would further 

contribute to the demise of American 
influence abroad. As radical as the alternative 
appears, closer scrutiny reveals that the most 
sensible recourse is for the Americans in 
Saigon to sUy in pUce no matter what 
happens. 

The recent suggestion that the U.S. begin 
evacuating its civilians immediately has 
muftiple drawbacks. No doubt, this would be 
a demoraiizuig btow to the Vietnamese. It 
could tr^ger additional panic. Frntfaermoie, 
the removal of Americans Irom Vietnam 
might unleash a wave of anti-Americaitei, 
mid thus damage American 
as endanger American lives. 

If, however, we wait and then try to 
evacuate the remaining Americans if Saigon 
comes under attack, the scene could be 
horrendous. The evacuation, under duress, of 
some 6.000 Americans, not to mention 
200.000 Vietnamese, is a problem of 
magnanimous proportions. We have 
witnessedthe debacle at the DaNang airport. 
Snch an exit from Saigon, such an end to our

Earth Week 1975 ooiaddes 
with the Bicentennial com- 
mcmoratiofi of the American 

Revolution at Lexington and 
Concord. At that time 
' mcrica was a natural 
»ndcrland. inhabited 
.iinlv by Indians who 
spccted nature. Today the 
:s« IS quite different. With 
wrs catching on fire 
( jvahuga) and schools 
being closed due to pollution 
(Los Angeles), our 200di 
birthday wiB not be so 
joyous. 

The ecology movement is a 

unique paradox. Big corpor- 
ations have attempted quite 
successfully to make it 
tppear that pollution is due 
• rinianly to a large consumer 
(X)pulation. Judging by the 
iargc amounts of advertising 
bv corporations, it would 
seem they are the leaders in 
the anti-pollution crusade. 

The Tallahassee People's 
Bicentennial Commission 
(TPBO attempts to tspoi§/t 
these gross distortions. We 
quote Jefferson who said, *i 
hope we shaO crmh in their 
birth the big corporations 
^hKh already threaten us."

Even when faced with all 
this evidence, corporations 
tell us that the ecological 
problem is our fault. We have 
too many cars, they say. 
What can one do when your 
job is 10 mttes away and there 
is no adequate mass transit 
system? 

The corporations are 
playing the game they are 
adept at — building up their 
profits, even if it means the 
destruction of the environ- 
ment. In explaining pollution 
in economic terms, the 
industry spokesmen term the

expenditure necessary to 
prevent pollution as " exter- 
nal" costs of production. 
They say that existing market 
pressures do not yet make it 
economically profitable to 
internalize this cost. 

Now. however, the corpor- 
ations are about to stick a 
dottble-whammy on us. This 
new development in ''cor- 
porate ecology** involves 
producing — for a profit of 
course — additives to control 
pollution once it has been 
created. Monsanto, the giant 
chemical firm and a big 
polluter in its own right, is 
ecstatic over opportunities 
presented by this new 
market. Ecstasy for Monsan- 
to translates into monetary 
losses for us, since they will 
be making money cleaning 
op their mess with oar tax 
money, hi essence, their 
profits Are tocreased by 
polluting. 

The present role of 
government in enforcing 
IK)ilution restrictions could 
be described as Abigail 
Adams described it in 1774 
when she said "We have too 
many high-sounding words 
and too few actions that 
correspond with them.** 

For example, in 1%6 The 
Clean Water Act was passed 
by Congress. But this Act did 
nothing to hah pollution 
caused by corporations. Over 
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90 per cent of the allocated 

funds were used to build 
municipal treatment plants. 
By doing this, the govern- 
ment wds treating the 
symptoms. nt)t the disease. 
Federal policy has always 
been focused on cleaning up 
the environment, instead 
trying to prevent poOution, 
the reason being that the 
government does not want to 
cut corporate profits. 

The PBC feels the only w ay 
to cure our ecological crtus is 
to destroy the big corpora- 
tions, who have profit as their 
only goal. These corporations 
should be ruled bv patriotic 
Americans who care for and 
respect nature. 

The argument that people 
cause pollution is rendered 
invalid simply by the fact that 
faidta has more people than 
the U.S., ytn it has nrach less 
pollution. Follution resnhs 
from the way machines and 
technok^ are being used 
today. Because of corporate 
tyranny, these tools of 
production are not being

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FSU chemists receive 
$100,000 grants 

The research of two young chemists on the Florida State 
faculty may provide the stepping stones that lead to an 
understanding of what makes human cells go haywire and 
become cancerous. 

At any rate, the National Institute of Health (NIH) is 
impressed enough with their work to award five-year 
$100,000 career grants to each of them. 

In addition, Randolph Rill, assistant professor of chem- 
istry, has received a three-year $95,000 research grant 
from the NIH. 

Robert H. Reevea, also assistant professor of chemistry, 
is just en#ig a three-year researdi grant of $70,000 ipom 
the NIH which is going to be renewed for anotlMr 
three-year period and $90,000. 

Rill, who received his undergraduate degree at Franklin 
and Marshall College in Pennsylvania and his Ph.D. at 
Northwestern University in physical chemistry, now is 
applying his specialized knowledge to bi<»logical systems, 
making him a "physical biochemist." 

The beginning of his research was made possible by a 
$10,000 grant from the Florida Division of the American 
Cancer Society and a $4,800 grant from the Research 
Corp., a private foundation. 

Reeves came to Florida SUte in 1971 after two years of 
post-doctoral work at the University of California at 
Berkeley, where he also received his B.S. in 
He received his Ph.D. at New York University. 

These significant grants to Ril] and Reeves are the third 
and fourth NIH career and research awards made to the 
chemistry department at Fk>rida State, aeoordiii^ to the 
chairman Dr. (Jreg ('hoppin.

"The library will come, the 
cretaries. student fmancial aid. and all the benefits of the 
rogram, like the mtiUn aad dodoiate degrees." 
Smith believes that stad«Ms who wiD not foiioir the 
rogran to FAMU **netlw veiy people who shoidd sot be in 
he criaiiaal justice qrstem. This (racism) is mtuH we ate 
i ving to change." he said. "They'd go if the prograasweie 
\cd to Harvard or the University of Florida." 
Smith said the transfer would aid criminology majors in 
ndcTstanding blacks and changing their perspective on 
u ni since the majority of inmates in Flonda correctional 
s!!tij(ions are black. 

We're getting too much pyolarization." he said. "We must

' We have been teaching criminology at FAMU as kmg as it 
as been taught at FSU. so the program is not new to us."

"There is a Florida mandate for system-wide 
desegregation. Many altematives were suggested, but the 
office of Civil Rights under HEW wants new programs to be 
developed at the universities with the greatest 
disadvantages, without regard to race. This is so no one 
school will have all the attractive programs," Smith said. 

**This means all of the universities in the SUS will be 
realigned . and departments will be moved toother schools to 
help their visibility anc' -^^i^c." he said. 

Smith said last April he submitted a proposition to equalize 
the two universities to the Board of Regents (BOR) and was 
rejected. His proposal would have moved the schools of social 
work, anthropology and criminoiog> lo FAMU.

have his doctorate in criminology " 

Smith said the thing that irritated him most about the 
objections to the move were the allegations of poor facilities. 
**We obviously don't have them because we don't have the 
money. Only two black schools in the nation do. But if the 
move is decided upon, we would get all nMHdes ooeeectcd 
with the program at FSU/' he said. 

"Plans for acoomplishittg the move haven't been laid out 
yet." Smith said. *'l woeld hope tiie tegislatuie reoommeaito 
an orderly way to accomplish the tiaasfer." 

"The BOR will make sure proper resources are provided if 
there is a transfer," he said. "We have buildings hcini? 
fenovated now that could house the crimino!ni,'% s( h(H)l and 
temporary structures can always be erected. So the question 
of space is irrelevant." 

"Education is not for the convenience of facultv and 
students. " Smith said, "but fi>r the sake of education and the 
public. If this proposal passes, everyone concerned ought to 
sit down and deal with the problems mentioned." 

"I don't want to take anything away from FSU." SmMl 
said. "Rather, I'd Kke to see a more equitable desegregat 
program set up for afl schools." 

ERA killed 

h's "wait till next year" for ttqual Rights Amendment 
(ERA) supporters, as the Florida Senate baled to cast the 
ratifving vote last Friday morning. 

Sen. W.D. Childers (D-Pensacola) warned his ct>lkagucs of 
the possibility of homosexuals marrving and adopting 
children legally v^ith passage of the amendment, while Sen. 
Lew Brantley (D-Jacksonvillc) compared ratification to 
"repealing the law of gravity." 

The bill went down by a 2 M 7 vole hi the Sen^ after It had 
passed the House Apr. 10. 

Florida's vote adds to the difficolty fsoed by the natioowide 
effort to give women equal status under the law. The ERA has 
been ratified by 34 states since it passed Congress in 1972. 
With the affirmative vote of 38 states needed for the adoption 
of the amendment, passat^e will be impossible this vr-ar 
because onlv Missouri and Illinois are yet to take action. 

Sen. Lxiri Wilson {I Memtl Island) made one of many 
emotional presentations, saying that the professional and 
business women against ERA "made it the hard way and 
don't want the paths any easier for odier women."

Nn South Vietnam are to 
be co m me n ded, the present situation merits some 
words of caution. 

As early as 1953. former President Dwight 
Eisenhower told the American public that U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam would be in an advisory 
capacity. Fron that starting point, ^pcoximately 
500.000 U.S. 



in South 

Vietnam in 1965, and we have been told that the 
estimated cost of what Hubert Humphrey once 
called **our greatest adventure** is about $140 

billion. 

We hope that the U.S. troops to be sent to South 
Vietnam for ev acuation purposes will represent the 
final American foray into the affairs of Vietnam. 
However, the danger of further involvCTieirt on the 
put of the Umted Stales still exists. 

Too many times we have been tM that the last 
U.S. troops were being sent to Vietnam or that 
oomplele witiidrawal was "at hand," only to see 
further American intervention emerge as the 
result. 

It is doubtful that the American public will allow 
military action to be used again in Southeast Asia. 
Although that may be the sole reason why 
government and militaiy officials aie ezhilMtiDg 
restraint, we hope that some lessons have been 
learned which can positively influence 
ii^efiiatiooal political dedsioiK in the future. 

Wift the final hours of South Vietnam's history 
unfolding before us, it has become obvious again 
that a credibility gap exists betv^een U.S. promises 
and the actualization of those promises. The time 
for allowing the support of corrupt heads of state in 
order to buttress America's op ini o n of itseU has 
come to an end.

Helms decries

WASHINGTON — Former CIA Director Richard Helms 

Monday bitterly denounced a newsman for reporting charges 
that the CIA carried out the assassination of foreign leaders. 

Helms made the comments to reporters after an 
appearance of nearly three hours before the Rockefeller 
Commission — the longest appearance by any of the 44 
witnesses who have testified during its 16-week mvestigation 
of the Central Intelligence Agency. 

The target of Helm's venom was CBS reporter Daniel 
Schorr, who first reported that President Focd was concerned 
that the CIA investigation would reveal that the spy agency 
had a role in the ass a ss in a ti on of at least three foreign leaders. 

"Kfller Schorr! KiOer Sdiorrl" Hdms said loudly as he 
walked down the hattway wkh reporters fottowing his 
appearance before the presidential coramisrion headed by 
Vice President Nelson A. 



Iraq charged with

DAMASCUS — A Syrian government spokesman charged 
Monday that Iraq has executed 35 persons in a new crackdown 
on political disidents. He said more arrests and executions 
would likely fdlow. 

There was no immediate Iraqi comment on the charge, the 
latest m a mounting war of words between Syria and Iraq over 
thehr Enptoates River border dispute. 

Syrian Information Minister Ahmed Iskandar said the Iraqi 
crackdown came after leaflets ^tf^iiiing the Baath Party 
leadership began circulating in Baghdad.

We have always felt that our nation's prison 
system, as it now exists, is a destructively simple 
answer to the ocmipiex prolrfem of social deviancy. 
Wiiii people, uicluitu^ tlw very judges frooi 
whom we expect fatf decisio&s, cai^lit up in the 
emotionality of crime, a real understanding of 
penal institutions and the people who are confined 
to them is hard to come by. 

Findings from a recent tour made by a Flambeau 
reporter of some of Florida ' s prisons confirmed our 
fears that that understanding is nowhere in sight. 

Florida's system has outlived its usefulness, if it 
ever had any to begin with. Ironicany, the prison 
system is the most fertile breeding ground for 
crime In our society today. If you're not a 
full-blooded criminal when you go in, you sure will 
be when you come out. 

Shockmgly enough, the very people we rely on to 
make knowledgeable decisions as to which 
criminals belong where rarely see our prisons 
first-hand. Administrators at all of the institutions 
our reporter visited said that sojourns by judges 
were few and far between. A check of the records at 
tiie Union Conectiofial Institttte at Raiford, one of 
the state's main prison facilities, show^ that only 
four cifcoit ooort judges out of the 263 in the state 
have visited that institution since May, 1973. 

This statistic becomes even more deplorable in 
light of the fact that conditions in the state's 
prisons, far from being static, have changed for the 
worse. 

We can only wonder how judges can recommend 
that a man be confined in one of these beU-holes 
without having ev«r aeen lt« We feel confideat Im 
Mjli^ilint thfi law mmd wt&ot rtdtiloi al— j df

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Counseling deserves support 



The veiy serioos tssae of the redoctioo in staff sad 
consequent reduction in services offered hy the Untvernty 
Counseling Center (UCC) is being overlooked by the great 
majorityoftheFSU community. Although a number of people 
have written to The Flanibeau and The Tallahassee Democrat 
expressing concern and denouncing administrative 
unilaterial decision-making, the full impact and m^fwifg of 
what is happening at FSU is not sinking in. 

A small number of select people are making decisions 
concerning the lives of over 20,000 students, faculty, staff and 
admmistrators. By select, I mean people who are carefully 
chosen by President Marshall because of their suppwrt for his 
policy decisions. As a result, this group gives little attention to 
representing the people whose lives they are affecting. 

The Presidentiai Review Omimittee umlaterally decided 
that the eight menrtiersofthe UCC who are on joint appoint* 
meats with academic departments shovld retntii to tiiek 
respective departments. The committee also decided that the 
remaining fi¥e full time positions at the center shoold be 
reallocated to the Career Planning and Placement and 
Academic Advisement sections, thereby shifting the 
emphasis of the UCC from personal pq^cbological therapy to 
career and academic advising. 

It is appalling enough for a decisions like this to be made at 
all. But it is utterly ridiculous that only one of the academic 
departments involved. Psychology, is represented on thts. 
committee and that the UCC is not represented at all. 

The lack of student input regarding the well-bemg of this 
service is downright horrifying in its impiicatioos for the 
future. We must wake up to this reality. 

In his Apr. 22 letter to The Flambeau. Dr. Eddie Bass, chief 
student affairs oflioer. sUted that he wanted to dispel anv 
rumors that the UCC wiU be "dismantled.'* He assured the 
studentry that "personal oounsefing for stiMlents win 
continue to be provided in the oei^ by five oil time

(UPI) — A Ml to let 
Flori^iafis cultivate homegrown pet ptots ' 
proposed yesterday by a state aeaator who 
said police and proaeciUots ate wasting time 
and tax money on **an unenforoeaMe law 
against a victimless crime." 

Sen. Jack D. Gordon (D-Miami Beach) 
characterized his proposal as "a bill to assist 
self-help mental health programs." and said 
relaxing with marijuana is no more harmful 
than mixing up a pitcher of martinis at the end 
of the day. 

Gordon's bUI would let aayone grow up to 
five female canaahis i^ants at home for 
personal use, and would not repeal any 
ezittlBg laws against amri^uana inq^ort, «ale 
or possession outside the home. 

"It's a very sensible approach." said 
Gordon. "There is good legal precedent for 
this — vou can make a small amount of wine 
in your home for your own use, and not pay 
the alcohol tax." 

Gordon conceded that obtaining the seeds 
or small plants for a legal home pot patch 
"would be a problem," because sale or 
distribution of the drug would remain fflegal 
uoder his b81. 

**i think it's oimfeoaa fcr people to he ia 
prisoa aad dutteriag up the tiato of 
prosecutors and police, enforcing aa 
unenforceable law agafaat a viGdadess 
crime," said Gordon. 

He said there may well be health hazards in 
marijuana use. but no more so than in alcohol 
use. Gordon said he considered the proposal a 




users. 

"People feel that this is relaxing, and they 
probably do what other people do w hen they 
have a drink." said Gordon. "It has all the 
effects of a drink or two without the calories." 

Gordon said home use of marijuana should 
be allowed because "a man's home is his 
castle, and essentially what he does there is 
his own business." The Florida Supreme 
Court, however, ruled in 1970 that smoking 
marilimaa at hoaie is aot protected by the 
Cbastittttion's guarantee of privacy. 

"The big thing ia that it fkees lew 
enfo rcement people to look for nooce aai i o a a 
crimes," said Gordon. "Al80,ifyoacaagrow 
your own. it cuts out a big reyenae soaroe for 
organized crime. 

"Ten years ago. it was pretTv much an 
individual kind of commerce ui this. " he said. 
"But when you have tons of it being 
imported, that's not individual, it's 
organized." 

Gordon said legalized home production 
"would aot create cme more uaer" b ec aa a e 
people who dislike mar^uana wil avoid it — 
jaat aa aoBHlriBken shea aleohol. He said Us 
advocacy of private anriiaaaa aae hy thoae 
wito wish to use it aught hurt him ia neat 
yev's re-election campaign, and that some 
senators who agree with him in theory wttl est 
vote for his bill for political reasons. 

"It's probably one of those bills that has 
more su^NXt than votes, ' said Gordon.

Grand larceny charges 
hit university employe

Acting on information 

from former FSU employees, 
I nivcrsitv Police arrested 
f((nr\ Martin, Superinten- 
dant II t»t Lands and Grounds 
last \^cck and John Bradley, 
a phmibcr, two weeks ago, 
both on charges of grand 
larceny. 

Martin, who had been 
employed by FSU for 27 
years and was '^responsible 
tor all this landscaping*' 
according to one administra- 
tion source, allegedly stole 
S35.000 worth of FSU 
property, "mostly garden 
equipment and the like," all

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Out of touch 



President Marshall's bureaucracy -laden reor- 
ganization plan has once again become a sore point 
of contention — this time, with FSU's College of 
Law. 

Af^rently, the layers of administrators that 
separate Mar^iaU and tow school <tean Joshua 
Morse have dimpted communicatioiis between 
the school and the administration. This reporting 
structure aroused concern among officials of the 
American Association of Law Schools and the 
American Bar Association, who were recently on 
campus to conduct an evaluation study of the law 
school. 

The Organizational Development Committee — 
not to be outdone in its supposedly constant 
monitoring of the university's organization — 
inally stumbled onto the facts that the reporting 
pattern might affect the school's academic 
Ending. 

The committee was moved by its findings to 
recommend that the dean begin reporting directly 
to the President or executive vice president in 
matters related to budgets. But committee 
members said that the dean should continue to 
report to Provost Paul Puryear in all other matters. 
A highly placed source in the law school 
administration alleged that President Marshall 
'^dictated" the decision of the committee. 

In that the solution offered by the committee is at 
best only partial and at worst cosmetic, it would 
seem to bolster the validity of that allegation. Even 
diough the community knows better, Marshall 
quite obviously will never admit that his 
reorganization plan has been less than a total 
success. In keeping with this resolve, he's 
evidently bound and determined to keep intact the 
intricate lines of communication he has constructed 
between administrators. Hence, we've been 
handed Marshall's dicUted solution that still 
requires Morse to report to Puryear concerning 
matters other than budget. 

FSU's law school started with bright promise Just 
a few short years ago. Although the school still Is 
highly regarded as a progressive one, Marshall's 
reorganization plan has obviously had a 
detrimental effect en tta fartne. Lack of

The law school should not be singled out for 
qiecial treatment in this area, but we suspect that 
many other colleges and schools at FSU are 
laboring under the same bureaucratic albatross 
and are in need of similar remedial relief. It only 
remains for Marshall to come to the same 
realizatioD that many others came to a long time 
ago — his reotgamwitioB ptoa needs reotganizing. 
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Black institution endangered 



The identity of black people on this campus is in jeopardy. 
The only institution at Florida State designed for and 
administered by black people is in danger of extinction. The 
Black Educatioiuil and Cuttural Center (BCC) has for the past 
several years received km priority funding status fiDom the 
university and has gone from a $25,000 peak in 1970, an 
amount which funded 4,000 students, to a km of $6,000, a 
sum expected to fiind over 1400 students this year. To many, 
this may not appear to be an attempt to destruct the center. 
You may be able to rationalize the decreasing financial 
support with references to inflation or austerity programs and 
admittedly these factors have played a role. The truth 
becomes apparent, however, when the remaining facts are 
revealed. 

.The director of the BCC was recently asked to, and 
subsequently did, submit her resignation. So far no basis for 
this dismissal has been offered, and until several students 
protested, there weren't any plans to refiO the posttk>n. We 
have now received a commitment from Dr. Eddie Bass, 
assistant vke presklent and diief student alfriks officer of the 
university, to keep the center open lor at least one more year. 
Dr. Bass also said a new director wiUhe appointed for that 
period of time. But we should not be content just because the 
center will remain open. At the present level of funding, 
presentation of adequate programs is nearly impossible. 

The BCC seeks to promote unity and brotherhood among 
black people on the Florida State campus and the Tallahassee 
community. One of our prime objectives is to expose the 
entire university community to the educational, cultural, 
social and religious activities and achievements of blacks. 
Next week is Black Festival Week and programs will be 
offered throughout the week. Also poets Don Lee and Gil Scott 
HevoB win read from their poetry. The main event of the week 
will be the Black Cuitiina Bazaar on Saturday, May 10. At the 
Bazaar black arts and cralte and foods oonunon to black 
Amerkans will be exhibited and sokl. A bid whisk toHmanent 

and a ping pong tournament wHl be condocted aad, of course, 
there will be plenty of music. We invite everyoiie tocome and 
enjoy the bhick experience next week. Please come aid us ia -

Reflections on a Bad Co. album

These are the ramblings of 
an aging and slightly drunk 
holdover from the days when 
noise was synonymous with 
revolution and when, per- 
haps, the deluded arch-Con- 
servatives were as afraid of 
youth as the youth were 




afraid of "Camp Reagan." In 
other worda, a throwback to 
the times when not only was 
rock music taken seriously by 
its devotees, but by the 
musicians as well. 

More and more, I find the 
favorites in my record 
collection to be the old, 
scratched up rhythm-and- 
booze classics from high 
school, and not the limp vinyl 
tributes to seventies super- 
decibel flash with their 
gaudy, luminescent covers . . 
. . . take "Mountain 
ClliBbingI", for example, 
now there was an album. At 
concerts we ate up those 



thirty-minute guitar sokM 
and feh chills of deliciooa 
terror with the de rigoeur 
raised-fist palitical state- 
ments. 

Who among us remembers 
Silver Apples, the Chocolate 
Watch Band, or even Ten 
Years After? Three years 
hence, who will remember 
Sharks, Sparks, Steely Dan.

will feel very old and very 
foolish when our chiidren 
laugh at an updated 
"American Graffiti . . .

What Vm saying is this: for 
all the pretenses to sophisti- 
cation that I and others like 
me might have had, in 
retrospect, the years of 
youthful belligerence and 
none-give-a-damn rock mus- 
ic appear so much more 
comfortable and so much 
more desirable than today.
